He was known as one of the great 
Dominican Preachers of his time. 


Biography of Pope Nicholas V. 


Pope Nicholas V. was born at Sar- 
zano, Italy, November 15, 1897. His 
family name was Tommaso Parentu- 
celli. Pope Eugene IV. created him 
Cardinal in 1446. On March 6, 1447, 
‘he was elected Pope. His election 
took place at the Church of Santa 
Maria Sopra Minerva, the Interna- 
tional Headquarters of the Holy 
Name Society. Here, too, his pr - 
‘cessor Eugene IV. had been elected, 
‘and in memory of these two papal 
‘conclaves an inscription, noting. this 
fact, was placed over the inner door 
of the sacristy. 


Nicholas V. was a very scholarly 
Pope and the founder of the Vatican 
Library, which he opened to all 
scholars. He made many improve- 
ments in Rome and made it a worthy 
eupital of the Christian world. The 
improvements on which his heart was 
set were the re-building of the Vati- 
can and the Church of St. Peter, for 
on this x the glories of the Papacy 
were to centered and focused. He 
was the first who made the Vatican 
Palace a worthy residence of the 


_| Popes, and the crowning glory of his 


tificate was the foundation of the 
atican Library. 

During his pontificate the Jubilee 
of 1450—called the Golden Tear.“ 
was inaugurated. It was estimated 
that forty thousand pilgrims from all 
the countries of the world 
Rome daily for an entire year.

FOLLOWING THE PASSION WITH THERESA 


I have told you that I was present on the morning of 
the first Friday of September when Theresa received 
Holy Communion. Immediately thereafter I went to the 
church to say Mass, and after breakfast returned to her 
house with the pastor, and was accorded the extraordin- 
ary privilege of being permitted to remain in her room 
until about One-thirty in the afternoon, the time her suf- 
ferings and eestasies ceased. 

At about eight-thirty her head covering became all 
bloody; shé/was witnessing the crowning of our Savior 
with thorns, She can endure the long siege of suffering 
only by having frequent short respites during which she 
reclines on her pillow. During those brief intervals I was 
permitted to speak to her, to ask her what she had just 
witnessed or to converse with her about other mutters. 

When asked what she had seen during the previous 
ecstasy Theresa would describe the vision very vividly 
and relate the story as though | knew nothing at al! about 
the Passion of vur Savior. She herself did not know what 
was to happen to our Lord next. To prove this tu me thre 
pastor said to her: “If they have been treating our Savior 
in the manner you have described, I would not be sur- 
prised if they nailed Him on that cross which they have 
placed on His shoulders.” Her answer was: “Oh, no, they 
would not do that.” 

She had told about them lifting the burden from our 
Savior and placing it on the shoulders of another which 
led me to believe that her next ecstasy might relate to 
Veronica. Since there is nothing in the Bible about the 
Veronica incident, I was eager to know whether the tra- 
dition was well founded. Hence after her next ecstaxy I 
requested her to tell me what she had seen. She told me 
that at a certain point on the way of the cross a womun 
accompanied by a little child approached our Lord. The 
child had a cup of water in her hands which she wished 
to present to our Lord, but the soldiers would not permit 
it; they did, however, permit the woman to wipe His face 
with the towel. She said nothing about the image which 

was imprinted on the towel, but immediately remarked: 
saw that woman before.“ When I asked her where she 
had seen the woman before, she said: that on one occasion 
our Lord had just raised a little child to life, and this 
woman ran up to Him and took hold of His garment. She 
added: That was the woman who wiped our Lord's fave.” 

Does it not seem reasonable that the woman who was 
cured of “ari issue of blood” should have become a follow- 
er of Christ, and have been courageous enough to risk 
being affronted by the mob while trying to render our 
Lord this service? 

There Was present on this occasion a Professor of 
Ancient Oriental languages from one of Germany's Uni- 
versities, who was eager to have Theresa repeat some of 
the words spoken by our Lord or by His executioners in 
their own language. The lull after what might be called 
the vision of the eighth Station furnished the opportun- 
ity. The professor asked her what our Lord said to the 
women who showed sympathy for Him and were forced 
to weep at the manner in which he was being maltreated. 
Theresa quoted in our Lord's language the words with 
which all of you are familiar “Daughters of Jerusalem 
weep not for Me, but for yourselves and your children.” 
Theresa did not know the meaning of the words which she 
spoke, but she was able to quote our Savior. 

There was also present among the number who had 
permission to see Theresa on that day, a physician from 
Lourdes. He was an Englishman who spoke French 
fluently, but did not speak German. He was a member 
of a Commission of physicians formed to pass on individ- 
ual cases represented to be miracles, which take place at 
that well known Shrine.

THE TABLET is grateful for Mr. Dashiell's reply. Three points 
are offered in reference to the answer. 


1—The type of articles by Dr. Little and the articles by Mrs. 
Sherwood and Sister Mary Francis are different in spirit and context. 
Mrs. Sherwood and Sister Mary Francis are not paid assailants of the 
beliefs of others; they do not set out to misrepresent with a bitterness 
that is offensive; they are not asking that those wlio hold a different 
belief than they be disenfranchised. Catholics do not oppose fair or 
honest criticism, or criticism voiced by those who have a reputation 
for intellectual fairness and honesty. If Scribner’s wants to set forth 
the non-Catholic viewpoint, that is perfectly well and good, but the 
Klan and Communistic viewpoint, as represented by Dr. Little is cer- 

‘tainly offensive and the printing of such cultured articles as that of 
Mrs. Sherwood do not mitigate or repair the insult given. 
2.—As long as Dr. Little’s article was accepted it would have been 
fair to present a reply to the charges, most of them untrue, which were 
set forth therein. “We have in the November and December numbers 
presented the Catholic point of view in answer to Dr. Little’s article,” 
Scribner's replied to Dr. Sheen. But it did nothing of the kind. The 
November issue contained three letters on the matter, two by non- 
Catholics. The only Catholic letter was a four-line communication from 
Father O'Donnell, head of Notre Dame University, cancelling the uni- 
versity’s subscription because of Dr. Little’s article. Therefore the 
November issue hdd no reply to Dr. Little or no. presentation of the 
Catholic point of view. The December issue prints a letter from Rev. 
Ignatius Cox, S. J., replying to merely a small part of Dr. Little's 
article. It made no attempt to offer a general reply and Father Cox 
specifically told Scribner’s it was not intended as an answer to Dr. 
Little. If it was a composition “of the Catholie point of view in answer 
to Dr. Little’s article” it would not have been printed because for the 
same reason given Dr. Sheen, i. e., “because it is contrary to our policy 
to publish in the editorial pages, two or three months after the original 
article appears, an answer.” 

Again the letter to Dr, Sheen states a reply to Mrs. Sherwood was 
printed a year after. Right below this statement the letter says: “We 
declined Dr. Sheen's article because it is contrary to our policy to pub- 
lish in the editorial pages, two or three months after the original article 
appears an answer.“ There seems to be inconsistency there. 

3.~-Mr, Dashiell makes no answer to our principal complaint. Fr. 
Cox’s letter, which is supposed to have been the Catholic answer, was 
not printed ‘by itself or with an editor’s note, but was given to a pro- 
fessional birth control propagandist to answer. Just where Dr. Hannah 
Stone comes into the picture no Scribner’s reader has been able to 
figure, It is, we think, almost an unheard«of-procedure in such in- 
stances. If the editors or Dr. Little could not reply to Father Cox, why 
was it necessary to give his letter to Dr. Stone before printing? 

Moreover—-and on this rests the burden of unfairness which Mr. 
Dashiell does not diseuss—would it not have been more consistent to 
submit Dr. Little’s article before publication to a Catholic for a reply 
just as Father Cox’s communication was submitted to Dr. Stone?
